
Lamoine State Park offers a campground 
and day use facility nestled in the heart of 
Downeast Maine. Our oceanfront park is lo-
cated in Maine’s most sought after vacation 
region and is easily accessible from both 
Coastal Route 1 and Route 1A (from Bangor 
and US Route 95). We are located on Route 
184, eight miles south of Ellsworth, and there 
are signs to direct you right to the park. The 
park provides easy access to seaside towns, 
rock bound islands, lighthouses and more. At 
Lamoine, visitors enjoy camping, boating, 
fishing, and simple relaxation in a beautiful 
site which is a quiet alternative to the crowds 
of Mount Desert Island. Our central location 
makes Lamoine the perfect choice for vaca-
tioners who wish to be close to Acadia Na-
tional Park and Bar Harbor, and still enjoy a 
semi-wild camping experience. 
 
Day users enjoy a beach area which is per-
fect for small groups or large company pic-
nics and reunions.  
 
Park staff are always happy to offer many 
suggestions for scenic drives, local events 
and interests, and other enjoyable activities 
on, or off the beaten path. 
 
Our season runs from May 15th to October 
15th, however, the park is kept open for cross 
country skiers and others who enjoy the 
peacefulness of a beautiful Maine winter.  
 
Lamoine State Park campground features 62 
campsites and 2 group sites equipped with 
picnic tables and fire rings.     

PARK FEATURES:  

 An expansive day use area with picnic 
tables, hibachi style grills and ocean 
views. 

 A well-maintained boat launch. 
 A float system for saltwater fishing. 
 Children’s playground with a sandbox 

and infant swings. 
 Volleyball net and horseshoe pits. 

(Volleyball and horseshoes are available 
at the booth) 

 Well spaced campsites that can accom-
modate the largest RV’s and the smallest 
tents.  

 Restroom and shower facilities are 
cleaned and inspected daily.  

 Location close to shopping centers, gro-
cery stores, all supplies and services.  

 Quiet camping within minutes of Acadia 
National Park and Bar Harbor. 

 
A variety of birds and animals live in the park 
including deer, fox, chipmunks and raccoon. 
Seabirds such as gulls, terns, and osprey 
are frequently seen, as are a variety of sea 
animals like jellyfish, starfish, and occasion-
ally seals and porpoise.
